1948 Crops Snow 
Above Average Yield 

Reports from Kentucky farm- 
ers indicate that above average 
production was received from 
most crops in 1948, according to 
the Bureau of Agricultural Ec- 
Wheat, barley, lespe- 
deza seed, potatoes and sweet 
potatoes were the only major 
crops short of the ten-year 
(1937-46) average production. 
Yields of major crops were at 
ir near record levels with an 
mtstanding record yield shown 
for corn. 

The 1948 corn yield of 41.0 
bushels compares with the pre- 
record high of 38.5 bushels 
6 and the ten-year average 
of 28.2 bushels. Corn pro- 
n of 100 million bushels is 
r cent larger than last year 
and approximately 43 per cent 
greater than average. Tobacco 
of all types in Kentucky at 
413,390,000 pounds compares with 
385,073,000 pounds last year. 
Winter wheat production is the 
same as last year and about 15 
per cent below average. . Oats 
threshed or cut ripe for feeding 
were 14 per cent above last year 
with barley exceeding the 1947 
crop by only 2 per cent. Soy- 
beans for beans showed a record 
production and a record yield. 
Yield at 19.0 bushels per acre 
compares with 17.5 in 1947 and 
the average of 14.0 bushels. Pro- 
duction at 2,299,000 bushels is 31 
per cent above last year and over 
three times greater than the 
average production. 

Hay crops were a little above 
average but well below last year 
as summer drouths reduced hay 
yields materially over most of 
the state. All hay production is 
19 per cent below last year and 
only 3 per cent above average. 
Popcorn production of 24,955,000 
pounds compares with 9, 555, 
in 1947 and the ten-year average 
of 6,149,000 pounds. Seed crops 
were reduced by dry summei 
weather with red clover seed pro- 
duction about 27 per cent below 
a year ago and lespedeza seed 3? 
per cent below the 1947 produc- 
tion. Irish potato and sweet po- 
tato yields were also reduced by 
dry weather with production De- 
ing 24 and 8 per cent, respective 
below last year.

FARMERS DECLARE FOR VARIABLE 
PRICE SUPPORTS 

The Nation's outstanding farm organization, the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, meeting in Atlantic City 
week before last, voted unamiously for the renewal of var- 
iable price supports and "modernized" parity. The law, 
due to become affective January 1, 1950. was passed by 
the 80th Congress and provides 'that prices of basic farm 
commodities shall be supported at from 60 to 90 percent 
of parity, as supplies are larger or smaller than normal. 

Incidently. it would appear that the Farm Bureau's 
action concerning one of the last Congress' major pieces of 
legislation, disagrees with President Truman's opinion of 
the results of that session of ihe Congress. This in spite of 
the fact that some of the western rural areas failed to sup- 
port the candidacy of Governor Dewey, whose policy was 
to uphold the 80th (Republican) Congress. 

The Farm Bureau delegates did. however, direct their 
Board of Directors to "give serious consideration to recom- 
mending" supports at 90 percent of parity for basic com- 
modities on which marketing quotas are in effect. This is 
said to have effected a settlement between backers of flex- 

• 4ble supports and southern delegates who advueated price 
" supports at a rigid level of 90 percent. 

Equity and justice seem to have been considered as 
delegates reiterated their support of any marketing agree- 
ments and orders, "which assure consumers an adequate 
supply of farm products at equitable prices and help to 
protect producers from disastrously low

Long after I was a 
grown, married man there was 
no bridge across the Ohio below 
Louisville, no bridge between 
Louisville and Cincinnati, no 
bridge across the Cumberland or 
Tennessee inside Kentucky, no 
bridge across Green River below 
Munfordville. If I had time to 
grow statistical, I could speak for 
other rivers, but that will be 
igh. Imagine what it has 
nt to the two sides of the 
Ohio to have access, in all kinds 
of weather, to bridges that over- 
leaped the barrier that too long 
leparated the neighboring states. 
In my own Green River country 
bridges now under construc- 
tion — Aberdeen and Brownsville 
—are to be among the most use- 
ful of their kind in the state: 
they will tear down unnecessary 
barriers that have lasted far ton 
long. "North of Green River" or 
"South of Green River" will no 
longer be the insult it once was. 
Though there are many, many 
miles of Green River still un- 
bridged, it seems too good to be 



operate for many years to come, 
especially in little nooks and 
bends of the mighty river; but 
the main lines of travel will be 
free, free as the roads across th* 
farming country on both sides of 
the stream. And the embarrass- 
ment of two of my students of 
yesterday will be queer to some 
of those who come after them. 
Yesterday they could not get 
across swollen Green River at 
Brownsville or Morgantown and 
had to detour a long way to get 
to Munfordville. Even the fer- 
ries operated by the State High- 
way Department had to suspend 
temporarily when the great flood 
of water from a week of rain 
swept down the streams. A 
bridge seems so obvious when it 
is built that only those who lived
